It  yras  named  for  a  noted  cliief  of  the 
laiva  Indians,  Mahaska,  meaning  "Ifliite  Cloud." 

The  "first  white  settler  was  I:r,  HacBeth,  who,  in  October,  184-2,  selected 
a  claim  one  mile  north  of  the  "Hardfish"  Indian  village,  v/hich  then  occupied 
the  loresent  site  of  Eddjrville  in  ITapello  County.     MacBeth  was  unmarried  but 
he  employed  John  B.  Gray  and  family  to  occupy  the  claimo     The  county  mv.s  not 
opened  to  i:hite  settlers  until  Yv^f  1,  1845,  because  of  the  provisions  of  the 
"iTeT-  Purchase"  in  1842„     Scores  of  families  were  camped  near  the  line  in  April; 
and  irhen  the  last  of  the  month  cam.e,  rushed  across  the  border  to  make  a  choice 
of  claims,     ?or  m.onths  settlers  flocked  to  the  county,   selecting  homos  mostly 
in  groves  and  tim-ber  belts i, 

"The  county  gre\T'  so  rapidly  that  it  "ims  formally  organized  in  A'oril  of 
1844.     ComxTlssionerS;   chosen  to  locate  the  county-seats     selected  a  farm  be- 
longing to  yr.  D.  Canfield  at  a  place  called  the  "LTarrov/s."    A  tovm  v;as  laid 
out  here  and  named  L'ahaska.     The  county  later  purchased  the  farm  and  changed 
the  nomo  of  the  tovm  to  Oskaloosa»  1/

Koines  and  kinnesota' Railroad  Company*     This  company  constructed'  a  road' from 
Keokuk"  to  fort  Dodge,  through  Hahaska  County,  in  1868,     On  June  5,  1803,  the 
none  of  the  company  was  changed  to  the  Des  Hoines  Valley  Railroad  Co^ipany.

Topography

level  plain  of  the  county  has  been  cut  by  three  large  and  three  snail  streams, 
flovfing  at  right  angles  to  the  slope  of  the  surface^     A  series  of  four  ridges 
stretch  across  the  county  from  northvrest  to  southeast.     The  first  of  these 
ridges  is  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  area,  where  the  Skunk  T.iver  has  cut 
through  the  original  prairie  from  the  southwest  boundary  to  this  ridge«  The 
north  side  tributaries  of  the  Glamk  Iliver  have  brought  about  much  greater 
erosion  than  the  soiith  side  tributaries.     The  second  ridge  or  platep.u  lies

The  cro|3  assessors'  statistical  brealcdovra  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follovrs; 
(1^  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  orA  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked*  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage~other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  diAriding  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  ond  added  to  sum- 
mations of  ^individual  farm,  productions  shovm  as  husked.-  This  assimes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  some  yield  as  that  actually  husked.
